The state will seize Shawsheen 
Village land today or Friday for 
Route 495, as it crosses North 
Main st. and continues into Law-' 
rence and North Andover. 

The long-awaited action comes 
in the final days of 1960, and will 
finally end the speculation about the 
road’s route through this heavily- 
populated area of the town. 

A spokesman for the state 
Department of Public Works said 
the takings will be filed for a total 
length of 1.9 miles, including the 
full interchange at North Main st. 

Property west of Route 28 will 
be affected m1 the Corbett st. area, 
and easterly into Lawrence. 

However, still another section 
of the federal highway, westerly of 
the current section, remains to be 
laid out. 

Over $1,000,000 in taxable pro- 
perty is being taken from the town’s 
rolls, according to Assessor Ber= 
nard Magane. 

He said the total value of the land 
taken for this high-way will reach 
at least the million level, meaning 
about 20-30 cents on the tax rate. 

Magane pointed out that real 
estate taxes can not be collected

Many children received bicycles for Christmas — and 
this certainly is a fine present. 

But an even finer one — a present that may mean even 
more to the child — can be given throughout the year. And 
that is proper instruction on the use of the gift. 

Parents who have given their children bikes, but who 
fail to be certain that they use them properly, may be un- 
wittingly creating great sorrow for their families, For in 
recent years there has been an increasing number of acci- 
dents involving bicycles and automobiles.

This is a far more important gift — one that can pre- 
serve a life; one that may avoid dreadful accidents and 
broken bodies. 

We urge all of you, who have children and bicycles, to 
make certain that the bikes will be used properly, and 
with respect for others.
